No. This is an area of insurance rate regulations which is often misunder- 
stood. Under the Automobile Safe Driver Plan, iPit is established by 
law or by your collection of damages that the accident was not your fault 
then your rates will not be increased. In accidents where there is no clear 
cut definition of fault, both parties would probably have some increase 
in rates. There are accidents which would not increase your rates even if 
your insurance company pays the claim. Examples are: accidents in 
volving your car when it is legally parked, your car being struck from the 
rear, an accident involving a hit and run driver and mishaps caused by 
falling objects or flying gravel.
